Wasnincror, D. C., Aug. 9.—This was a 
day of caucusses. The House adjourned over 
till Thursday, 80 as to give full scope to the 
silver men for their consultation, which is to 
be Of the broadest kind. Mr. Bland made it 
known that he desired all friendsof silver, 
whether Democrats or Republicans, to con- 
sider themselves welcome, and silver Sen- 
ators also were not to be excluded if they 
choose to be present and aid their colleagues 
of the House. A caucus will also be 
held by the Democratic Senators. It may 
depend on the decision arrived at in caucus 
whether the silver debate. which had so sud- 
Gen and spirited an opening in the Senate 
yesterday, will be continued and carried 
along to a definite issue or whether the Dem- 
ocrats will continue the debate on the lines 
which Republican Senators yesterday origi- 
nated. There is a general belief that the 
Demorats will insist on the right to lead and 
will resent any effort on the part of their 
opponents to originate measures on vital 
points of policy. 

The 250 bills introduced in the Senate yes- 
terday are likely to be followed by a still 
more bulky consignment to-day. 

Speaker Crisp maintains silence as tothe 
Organisation of the House committees, and 
this lets loose unlimited gossip, much of it 
probably baseless. 

The possibility that Mr. Geisenhaimer of 
New Jersey will be appointed Chairman of 
the House Committee on Immigration, 
which was held by Commissioner Stump, has 
developed strong opposition from the va- 
rious labor organizations. Herman Schulte, 
who was one ofthe commissioners sent 
abroad by Presiden Harrison to investigate 
the immigration question, assisted by 
other representatives is making a thorough 
canvass of the house, urging members to fle 
protests with Speaker Crisp against the se- 
lection of Mr. Gelsenhaimer. It is alleged by 
Mr. Schulte that Mr. Geisenhaimer is so 
strongly in sympathy with the Russian Jews 
who seek admission intothe country, being 
Darred from settling in other countries, as to 
prevent him from being an impartial judge 
as to the qualifications of arriving immi- 
grants. 

The anti-silver men have been led to expeet 
Dy the expressions of the silver men with 
whom they have conferred regarding the 
proposed agreement fora prompt discussion 
of the question that no flibustering would be 
countenanced. 

There may de an attempt, said Repre- 
fentative Harter, one of the leading anti- 
siiverites thie morning, on the part ofa 
few radical silver advocates to delay the ine- 
vitable, simply for delay, and if their oppo- 
sition shall prove to be purely for obstructive 
purposes there will be no troublein getting 
the signatures of a large majority of the 
Democrats to «a request from the Committee 
on Rules to report a closure. 

Mr. Harter says there are two other things 
besides the repeal of the silver purchase law 
as recommended by Mr. Cleveland, and two 
only, absolutely essential to the complete 
return of confidence and the rapid growth of 
prosperity. ‘‘The first is least important, 
perhaps, he said, dut it will produce in- 
stant and most wholesome results. This is 
to give National banks the right to issue 
notes up tothe par value oftheir bonds. A 
still more important thing is to give the 
Secretary of the Treasury, th the 
approval of the President, the right 
to sell United States 80-year &-per-cent 
bonds at any time, in any amount and on 
any terms he sees fit in order to maintain all 
United States coin and paper money ata 
parity, or in order to pay alldebtsof the 
United States. Other wholesome legisia- 
tion might follow, but, with these measures 
passed, I would prefer to adjourn and iet 
the country have a rest until the regular 
session.** 

The joint resolution introduced in the 
House by Mr. Holman yesterday making the 
appropriation for legislative purposes avalil- 
ableafter Aug. 7, was necessary by a ruling 
of Acting and Assistant First OComp- 
trolier Garrison, that the appropriation 
to pay the expense of Congress did not be- 
come available, so far ast related to ‘‘ses- 
gon“ employes, until] the date fixed by law 
for the frst regular session of Congress, the 
first Monday in December. There had never 
been any question raisedon this until last 
year. It was then ruled the session em- 
ployes coulda not be paid under the appropri- 
ation act except at regular sessions. 

mn was this ruling that Mr. Garrison 
revived and armed in the correspondence 
on the subject with the Committee on Appro- 
priations which Mr. Holman submitted with 
the joint resolution. Former comptroliers 
permitted the payment of employes at extra 
sessions. The same ruling applies to the 
mileage of members. 

Should the present session be adjourned at 
adate sufficiently removed from the date 
fixed for the regular session in December 
next to let members get to their homes in the 
interim, inthe opinion of members, an ap- 
propriation would be made for mileage on 
account of the present session.

BLAND SPEAKS OUT. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—The hall of the House 
was closed ghortly before 12 o’clock, and the 
friends of free silver began their caucus.

WASHINGTON, D. O., Aug. 9.—Almost every 
Democratic Senator was present at the party 
caucus this morning. The meeting was con- 
vened at 10:30, andat noon nothing definite 
had been accomplished andan adjournment 
Was taken until immediately after the ad- 


journment of the Senate. The resolution of 
Mr. Hale, yesterday, which so suddenly and 
unexpectedly brought the question of 
speedy repeal of the Sherman act before 
the senate, it was thought by some 
Democrats placed them in a position where a 
conference became necessary in order that 
the policy of the party might be discussed 
and unanimity a on. As might be ex- 
pected, with the Democrats divided upon this 
subject, as were the Republicans, a vast 
a mount of unimportant talk would be in- 
dulged in with the result of nothing being 
done, The discussion was decidedly 
animated at times and there was 3 
tinge of sarcasm in the tones of 
those who were inclined to look upon the . 
titude of the Presideut defined in his mes 
sage as delng in opposi tothe platform 
ofthe Democracy. No definite proposition 
was advanced and when the caucus ad- 
Journed it was just as much at sea as when it 
was called together. 

Immeadltately after the caucus conferences 
were held between the Democrats and free- 
silver Republicans ofthe same persuasion, 
the result of which was apparent as soon as 
the Journal was read. A motion was made to 
adjourn and it was noticeable the silver Re- 
publicans voted with the Democrats to carry 
out that proposition, Thie was taken as an 
evidence of a desire for time, and the cau- 
cus immediately reassembled. The Demo- 
crats will try toreach some conclusion this 
afternoon. it this question is disposed of 
the subjectof the patron of the Senate 
will then be taken up and the distribution of 
offices agreed upon, providing there be no 
division upon that matter.

BANK OFFICIALS TO BE PROSECUTED. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 9.—It is now set- 
tled that the responsible officers of the de- 
tunct Indianapolis National Bank will be 
crimthally prosecuted, and it is possible that 
the arrests may be made before sundown. 


Theodore P. Haughey,President of the bank, 
is also Grand ‘Treasurer of the Indiana 
Lodge of Odd Fellows, and is connected with 
other secret societies. The Odd Fellows had 
altogether about $500,000 in Haughey’s hands, 
of which members of the order now say they 
can get no trace. 


MISSOURI CHAIRMANSHIPS.

London Newspaper Cemment on Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s Message. 

Lorpon, Aug. 9.—All the London papers 

comment on President Cleveland’s message. 


The Daily News says: 

In firmness of tone and uncompromising thorough- 
ness of policy, Mr. Cleveland’s message will fully 
meet the expectation. Mr. Chaplin’sand Balfour's 
arguments are practically answered from the other 
side of the Atlantic. The President lets the fanatics 
down easy in suggesting that althougn perhaps the 
larger place elaimed for silver in the world’s sur- 
rency may be brought about by general international 
co-operation, the United States willl not 
gain a hesring without trying to bring 
about the result single-handed. What our 
bimetaliists will say of this terrible exposure of the 
failure of a great bimetallic experiment we need not 
attempt to forecast. It will probably exerta great 
effect upon wavering members of the United States 
Cengress, and »ring about the complete repeal 
which the President advises. The President and 
Congress can only remove the original causes of the 
inflation of prices and the growth of rotten specula- 
tion, which led to the present disasters. The latter 
cannot be immediately removed by Congress. 
panic of 1873 was followed by five or six years of de- 

ression. Unless matters grow much worse than 

hey are now the present panie ought not to have 
equally severe prolonged effects. 

The Financial News says: 

President Cleveland’s pleafor the repeal of the 
Sherman actis virtually unanswerable. The ques- 
tion whetherthe stoppage of the monthly silver 
purchases would immediately end thecrisis is not 
easy toanswer. Weare not inciimed to reply off- 
hand in the affirmative. If the Americas peeple 
show as much faith in their currency when water- 
ing ceases as they did in the first two years of the 
silver Durchases, the effect of the repealing of the 
Sherman act may be immediate. here is more 
reason for such faith now thar there was three years 
ago. 

The Standard comments at length upon 
yesterday’s proceedings in the House of 
Commons and in the American Congress. It 
says: ' 

If international bimetallism has not been brought 
about, the reason is the balance of advantage or uis- 
advantage is dead againstit. An agreement to keep 
upaeafixed ratio between the two metals weuld do 
much mischief.

The moral, though 
wedonot expect bimetailists to agree with us, is 
thatitisinfinitely safer and wiser to let the metals 
find their own level and that it is hopeless by any 
artificial, arbitrary system to give permanently to 
silver a yalue in exchange largely exceeding its 
value as determined by the cost o It 
will traly be said Mr. Cleveland fulminates against 
silver legislation because he owes his election large- 
ly to the anti-silver party. 

The Daily Telegraph says:

MONETARY COMMISSION. 


Plan Proposed for Revision of Financial 
Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Aug. 29.—There isa 
good deal of talk about the proposed mone- 
tary commission to consider the financial 
conditions throughout the country and to 
makea report to Congress which may be 
used as the basis for legislation following the 
repeal of the Sherman law. 


Mr. McOreary of Kentucky is a strong 
champion of the proposition, and has pro- 

osed a joint resolution which he will intro- 

uce in the House. The resolution author- 
izes the appointment of a commission of nine 
members, three of them to be Senators 
chosen by the President of the Senate, three 
to be Representatives selected by the Speaker 
and three to be financial experts appointed 
by the President. The commission is to have 
power to sit in Washington and in other 
cities to take testimony either before the full 
commission or before sub-committees. This 
division of the commission will make it pos- 
sible to investigate simultaneously in several 
large Cities. he work of the commission is 
to be classified as follows: 

To investigate and report upon the changes which 
have recently taken place in the relative value of 
gold and silver; the cause thereof, whether per- 
manent or temporary; the effects thereef upon 
finance, trade, commerce, agriculture, labor and 
ether interests of this country. 

Te examine and report on the possey of maintain- 
ing the dor ble standard in the United States and the 
legal ratio between silver and gold when coined; 
and on the best means of restoring coafidence in 
commercial and financial cireles and permitting in- 
ternational bimetallism.

TOOK LAUDANUI. 


John H. Copeland Commits Suicide to 
End His Suffering. 

John H. Copeland, 6 years old, was found 
dead in his room at 802 Pine street at 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. Copeland was formerly 
superindentent of the Evens & Howard Fire 
Brick Co., having held thé position for fif- 
teen years. He has lately been in Indtan- 
apolis, Ind., from which place he came 
dere a short time ago. Louis C. Copeland 
a son of the deceased, stated to the Coroner 
that his father had been in bad health and 


had been in the habit of using laudanum. 

An inquest was held by Deputy Coroner Al- 
Ders and a verdict of suicide rendered. 
Jessie James, a hambermaid at 
the house where Copeland was 
stopping, testifed that on Monday 
morning Copeland took half a tumbler of 
laudanum in her presence. She asked him if 
he was not afraid that ft would kill him and 
he answered no. e left the room 
and did not return until about 
7:30 o’clock yesterday morning. The door 
of his room was open. She called but he did 
not answer, and thinking that he was asleep 
she went away and did not return until 4:30 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, when she 
found him dead. On Monday morning he 
had called her into room 
and had told her he 
should die to notify Charles 920 
Market street. who would tell his son. He 
told the chambermaid to be sure and not to 
let his wife know if he shbhouid die as she 
would claim part of his estate, and 
he wanted it all to go to his son. 
When the chambermaid found Copeland 
dead she called the landlady andthen went 
and told Willis, who telephoned Copeland’s 
— Copeland's present wife 1s his second 
wife. 

The sen, who lives at 1122 South Boyle ave- 
nue, stated that his father and stepmother 
have been separated since last March. He 
does not know where his stepmother lives, 
but stated that she lives in the city 
somewhere. she and his father 
have been married tlirteen years and 
separated during that period ten times. 

opeland suffered from neuralgia and often 
said to bis son that he would sooner be dead 
than alive.

The Injuries Inflicted by His Father 
Prove Fatal 


AT 1:45 THIS AFTERNOON THE LITTLE 
FELLOW PASSED AWAY. 


The Other Boy Also in a Bad Way—Both 
Little Girls Are Doing Well and May 
Reoover— Finn, Whose Mind Is Not 
Yet Clear, Makes Conflicting State- 
ments. 


At 1:45 o’clock this afternoon death claimed 
little Willie Finn, one of the children on 
whom a murderous assault was made yester- 
day morning by their father, John Finn, 
while he was Gelirious with fevers The other 
children are still alive, though the other boy, 
Johnnie, ts in a serious condition.

PRESIDENT AND PARTY. 


So far as any issue between Mr. Cleve- 
land and thesilver Democrats is concerned, 
the President has the party platform under 
him, and in opposing his policy they are 
breaking away from the platform. 

Mr. Cleveland has ever defined his atti- 
tude as a bimetallistin but one way. He 
has always frankly declared that any dol- 
lar which is not as good everywhere as a 
gold dollar, is a dishonest dollar. 
The only silver dollar he has ever 
recognized as an honest dollar is the 
silver dollar that will be accepted every- 
where as the equal of the gold dollar in 
intrinsic value or in the melting pot. He 
has never saidanything which gave any- 
body the right toregard him as favoring a 
bimetallism thatis not strictly gauged 
and regulated by the single gold standard. 
He has never publicly conceded that the 
gold standard can vary in value and be- 
come a cheating device through 
the increase of its purchasing power. 
He sees that the depreciation 
of silver may make the silver dollar a dis- 
honest dollar, but he has never conceded 
that the appreciation of gold can wrong 
any one. The doctrine of his message 
that the present difference between the 
silver dollar and the gold dollar marks the 
difference between a stable, honest unit of 
payment and a variable and dishonest one 
is perfectly consistent with all he has ever 
said or recommended on the subject. 
He has never intimated an idea 
that the purchasing power of gold 
has increased in the least; that the diver- 
gence between the two metals may be 
partly due to such increase, or that to 
double the purchasing power of gold would 
wrong anyone or injure any interest. 

That being his well-known doctrine the 
Democrats accepted him as a good enough 
bimetallist for them, and made a platform 
to fit his views precisely. Their platform 
demanded the repeal of the Sherman act, 
as Cleveland does. On the subject of coin- 
age it said: 

We hold to the use of both gold and silver 
as the standard money of the country, and to 
the coinage of both gold and silver without 
discrimination against either metal or charge 
for mintage, but the dollar unit of colnage of 
both metals must be of equal intrinsic and 
exchangeable value or be adjusted through 
international agreement or by such safe- 
guards of legislation as shall insure the 
maintenance of the parity of the two metals 
and the equal power of every dollar atall 
times in the markets and inthe payment of 


debts. * 
Now this does not demand that the 


parity of intrinsic value shall be restored 
by taking some of the gold out of the gold 
dollar. It demands free coinage parity 
restored by a new ratio adjusted by inter- 
national agreement among the creditor 
nations, and that isall Mr. Cleveland 
asks for the maintenance of the existing 
gold standard. 

It follows, therefore, that if they adhere 
to the platform they must repeal the silver 
purchase clause unconditionally, and ask 
his approval of a bill looking to bimetal- 
lic tree coinage by international agree- 
ment. If they do not adhere strictly to 
this programme, it is they, not he, who 
went before the people on a platform of 
deception, and with the intention of not 
being bound by it.

Although the President does not give 
that prominence to tariff reform that its 
ardent friends had hoped and expected, he 
is clearand emphatic in his references to 
the subject. ‘‘It was my purpose, says 
he, ‘‘to summon Congress in session early 
in September that we might enter prompt- 
ly upon the work of tariff reform, which 
the true interests of the country clearly 
demand, which so large a majority of the 
people desire and expect, and to the ac- 
complishment of which every effort of the 
present Administration is pledged. But 
while tariff reform has lost nothing of its 
immediate and permanent importance, 
and mustin the near future engage the 
attention of Congress, it has seemed to me 
the financial condition should at once be, 
before all other subjects, considered.’’ 

There will be a general acquiescence in 
the judgment of the President, for there is 
in these words a renewed assurance that he 
will not allow the issue on which he was 
elected by so overwhelming a majority to 
fall. He has more than once declared that 
he was elected to reform the tariff, and his 
character is a guarantee that he will not 
fail to obey the popular mandate. But 
questions of revenue have been overtaken 
by a sharper, more immediately impera- 
tive problem, which must be got out out 
of the way before the other can be properly 
considered. It is a condition amounting 
to a threatening emergency which now 
confronts the country, and prudence de- 
mands that it be met promptly. There 
should be no difference of opinion on this 
matter. 

The Committee on Ways and Means can 
deliberate upon and digest a suitable 
measure, the debate upon it being post- 
poned until the Sherman repeal is out of 
the way. This ought not to cause much 
delay, forall but extremists admits that 
repeal is imperative. Under the circum- 
stances there is no good reason why the 
work of reform cannot be concluded in the 
spring or early next summer, which will 
not, after all, be much later than was con- 
templated in the original programme. 
Apprehension concerning Mr. Cleveland’s 
purposes is not justified. We are ina 
trying situation in which patience is a 
most useful virture.

To the Editor of the Posi- Dispatch: 

For some days I have been reading with

A remedy for the present situation would be 
for Congress to pass a law authorizing and 
directing the Secretary of the Treasury 
with similar wers veste l! in al 
sub-treasuries, to establish a special Trust 
1 to receire United States bonds, 
and to loan 90 per cent of the par value of the 
Government’s bonded indebtedness tothe 
holder or holders of same, by issuing Gov- 
ernment ‘‘bond certificates;’’ said loans to 
be paid by said certificates to the borrower 
or borrowers at such time and in such 
amounts as they may request. These 
bond certificates, to de made a 
legal tender by the Government 
at their face value, without interest, paya- 
ble and acceptable br all debts public and 
private, and to be issued in Dills of $ and 
upwards.

One of the visitors at Tree View Farm, the 
Children’s Summer Camp in the Piasas, was 
the Rev. Sam Jones. He had been talking to 
the people in the Chautauqua Valley about 
getting there and staying there. Some one 
told bim of the camp and aroused bis interest 

pane a pitch that he climbed the Hundred 

Steps, the stairway that forms a part of the 

from the valley to the bluff top, and 
over to the camp. 

He wandered all over the place, saw the 
children and talked with the mothers, The 
idea on which the charity is based com- 
mended itself to him when he first heard of 
it eas such a practical scheme for 
the relief of the children who 
nee help most. When he arrived 
at the Farm the beauty of the 
place aroused his enthusiasm. What he saw 
and heard there increased his enthusiasm 
and on leaving he said: This is a grand 
charity and I know God will biess it. 

There is one feature about the camp that 
broad minded visitors are glad to see. The 
patients are from all creedsfand races. There 
is no narrowness or bigotry in the passing 
upon the applications for admission to its 
benefits. The only requirement is that the 
mother applying must have a sick child who 
can be benefited by a stay in the campand by 
the medical attention given all residents 
there. No question of creed or nationality is 
raised. Every effort is made to get the sick 
children of the poor to the camp. Where it is 
necessary well children of the same family 
are accepted that the sick one may have the 
great opportunity to breathe the pure air on 
the Piasas. 

The tent feature of the camp was not at 
first looked upon with favor by some 
persons who had had experience in similar 
charitable work. They argued that no 
mothers would be content to sleep there with 
their children and as most families going to 
the camp had all their lives been used to 
closed sleeping - rooms the members would 
contract colds. 

But it is the tent feature that is the camp’s 
strongest point. Not only does the white 
canvas among the trees make the picture 
beautiful, but applicants for the privilege of 
sleeping in them are numerous and the child- 
ren who sleep in them recover more rapidly 
than those in the house. Tree View is so 
high as to be above fog levels. The air at 
night is so clear the children say: ‘‘They’ve 
Deen making lots and lots of new stars.’’ No 
one catches cold there. 

The superintendant, in making his last 
rounds at night, frequently comes upon 
children sleeping under the trees or in ham- 
mocks. They want tostay there and never 
are the worse for the exposure. They play so 
hard during the day they only want to sleep; 
they do not care and it does not seem to mat- 
ter where. 

The goat donated to the camp by a boy who 
had grown too large to play with it has had a 
splendid time. lie used his horns too quickly 
one day and cut a little girl slightly on the 
forehead. Sihce that time only the older 
children have been permitted to play with 
Dim. He is very friendly and enjoys most 
the experiments the children make to learn 
the limits ot hies appetite. A white tie the 
doctor had dropped was offered the goat and 
accepted. He seemed to relish it, but the 
children said that was because it was white. 
One insisted his goatship would eat tobacco 
or anything. This led to a violent dispute, 
atthe end of which tests were made. 

Some tobacco was got from a farmer 
and eaten with pleasure dy the 
goat. Burdock leaves, a bit of 
frayed rag and some canvas were 
devoured eagerly. Then a bright piece of 
calico about two inches wide and six yards 
long was offered. The goat took one end and 
inch by inch devoured it all. He showed no 
signs of distress afterward, but went on with 
the game until the children were tired out. 

Dr. Louis T. Pim, the physician in charge 
of the camp this week, bas all the work he 
can possibly do. Among his extreme cases 
is a mother and four children, who need al- 
most constant attention. There were many 
very sick on Monday who are now almost 
out of the doctor’s care, and the progress in 
the extreme cases has been most flattering. 

Some will have to remain over another 
week, but the majority will come away on 
Monday, when the seventh party of patients 
will arrive at the camp from the city 
to take their places. This party is 
being registered in the office of the 
Post-DisPatcou. Applications should be made 
asearly as possible, for only those registered 
can ba taken. Those Gcketed will leave the 
city on the harbor boat next Monday morn- 
ing at s o'clock and will remaln in the camp 
until the following Monday, when the last 
party of this season will take possession of 


the place.

FINANCIAL MARKET. , 


Foreign Exchange Strong and Continues 
to Advanoe—Gold Im ports. 


New Tonk, Aug. 9.—Foreigh exchange is 
strong and continues to ad vance, Posted 
rates were put up twice this morning, the 
last time to 484 for bankers’ long and 
488% for sight. The belief tnat the 
Bank of England rate of discount 
will be raised to-morrow contri- 
buted to strength, but the main cause for 
the high quotations is the sharp inquiry 
from bankers and others engaged in import- 
ing gold. Theinguiryis so urgent that a 
moderately large supply of grain and cotton 
bills had no effect. The natural tendency of 


the high rates for exchange will be to 
check the import movement of gold, unless 
the advance in gold premiums keeps pace 
with the rise in former. The withdrawals 
of gold from the Bank of England to-day 
for the United States were 495,000 pounds. 
fo far as known Ladenburg, Thalman & Co. 
have secured $250,000 of this amount and Hel- 
delbach, Ickelheimer & Oo, to be 
shipped 9 the Fuerst Bismarck. Ridder ‘

GOLD FROM LONDON. 
Loxpox, Aug. 9.—The sum of £550,000 in gold 
was withdrawn from the Bank of England to- 
day for shipment abroad. Of this £495,000is 
for shipment to the United states. The bank 


is charging a premium on eagles, and is 
holding bar gold ata higher rate. The sum 
of £830,000 will be shipped to- day for New York 
on the North German Lloyd —— Lahn, 
sailing from Southampton, and the White 
Star Liner Brittanic, sailing from Liverpool.

Old-Time Local Turfites Reoollect Pierre 
Lorillard’s Trainer, Who Murdered 
His Secretary Last Sunday—An Ideal 
English 2-Yeer-Old-—Jerry Denny’s 
Resurrection—A Local Cash Prize Re- 


eruit. 


‘*snip’’ Donovan, until last week trainer of 
Pierre Lorrillard’s Rancocas stable 2 
year olds, who js now in custody of the New 
Jersey authorities, charged with murdering 
his private secretary, John Chew, last Sun- 
day morning, is a brother of Mike Donavan, 
who raced his string, including Tartarian, 
Mike Fiynn, Capt. Sinclair and numerous 
others, at East Side and the Fair Grounds, 
this spring and summer. After the Fair 
Grounds meeting was over, Mike took his 
stable to Saratoga. ‘*Snip’’ is said to greatly 
resemble his brother in personal ap- 
pearance and manners. Capt. Bellairs, 
the Fair Grounds Superintendent, knows the 
brothers well, having met ‘‘Snip’’ when he 
came to this city in the winter of 1882 to take 
charge of Palsifer & Sherman's stable at the 
old Cote Brilliante track. Mike has had most 
of his experience on the turf at Gloucester, 
Guttenburg, Olifton and Brighton Beach, and 
is not extensively known on the Western cir- 
cult. When he called onthe Fair Grounds 
Superintendent for stabling for his string 
this spring the Captain mistook him for 
**Snip,’’ and knowing the latter was handling 
a division of Lorillarda’s stabie, expressed his 
gratification over the fact that the master of 
Rancocas had determined to race at this 
point. Speaking of his mistake this morn- 
ing the Captain said: ‘‘Ihave met a great 
many peopie in my dayand have almost as 
good a memory of faces as the average poll - 
ticilan, but on this occasion I was mistaken. 
Still anyone who recollects ‘Snip’ when hs 
was outin this country will confess I had 
cause tobe. In those days, and I suppose he 
bas not changed much, ‘Snip’ was a great 
big, heavy set, cheery, red-faced Irishman. 
He was universally liked among turfmen and 
the last man in the world one would expect 
to commit such a crime as he had. 

The string he came to this city to take 
charge of included Hannop, Brad and an- 
other son of Hurrah. He also brought along 
with him his own horse Chilly by Ohillicothe, 
out of Syrian, quite a serviceable selling 
later. Brad was one of tne very best horses 


of his day, and his battles with Carson, who 
wasthe property of W. L. Cassidy of this 
city, were the features of the spring meeting 
of 1883 at the Cote Brilliante track. From this 
point Donovan took the string to Chicago 
and thence East, and he never returned 
again. When Pulsifer and Sherman sepa- 
rated, Donovan remained with the former, 
and between the two of them the great sway 
back Teony was brought out. Tenny’s re- 
markable career onthe turf enriched both 
Pulsifer and Donovan and ‘Snip’ is to-day 
undoubtedly well fixed financially.
